a flight alteration, to describe the latter im- 
material entities or abstract ideas which are 
analogous lo then). This is what is called 
metaphor, the origin of, perhaps, tiinc-tentbfc 
of all language. And thus, I coueeivo, man 
may have obtained a sufficient number of 
terms to constitute a language us-w'ould en- 
able him to express his feeling.?; Ins wants, 
and ideas, and. make himself intelligible to 
Iris companions. This speech would, as yet, 
be far different from what we now mean by 
the term inngasjio j and it must be onr bust* 
nesa to trace the further steps, and Bdd how 
thG future changes were effected. 

Now, it is evident, that all tho words for 
which wo have yet accounted Would be of 
two kinds! they would be? nouns and verbs. 
Thw« iwd would arise simultaneously; the 
taniG sound would lie Uted as it utiU is ia so 
many cases, to express both the object and 
the action of tliatj— -bud, a/id to bud s • rain 
and to rain; river and to flow, (as in Latin) 
would bo tho same. A little research will 
shew that even in English, a vast number of 
what appear to be primitive nouns, are, in 
faet, participles, or parts of verbs. The 
words head, heaven, hoof, hood, and hat, all 
derived from the- single verb to heave, or 
raise up, may serve bs an example. Well, 
then, w it possible that nouns and verba 
alone constituted a language ? In order to 
answer this question, let us ask what is the 
immediate purpose of language? It ia gener- 
ally said to be a medium for conveying our 
thoughts; and this is uudoubtedly true, not- 
withstanding the assertion to the contrary of 
a lato distinguished French politician, who 
maintained that the chief use of language is 
to enable us to conceal ourtboughts. How- 
ever, we will accept commou definition, and 
eddeavour to osceitatn how the separate parts 
of language effect the purpose. 

Now let us compare language with a vehi- 
cle of a different kind. A carriage is a con* 
trivance for convoying the body. Every 
carriage accomplishes this purpose. But does 
it thereforo'fol^tbat the first rude hurdle 
dragged along the ground, exactly resembled

. . Allthe words of w]iich I am speaking, arc 
bygrammarianfl called parts of apeech,— anar- 
rongcnlcnt )vhloh is' highly convenient.' and, 
In /act, 'essential for tho proper study of the 
language, Yet/ifwoask, is this n natural 
classification, ariaing necessarily out of these 
words; or docs it depend on rocro ai]jitrary 

diatinctiorls, 'wo rind- the greatest confu- 
sion prevailing..' For some. Yearned writers 
on grammar tell us that, including nouns 
and verbs, there aro but four parts of speech ; 
whilo others contend for as many as thirty; 
and in allgrammars and dictionaries wo find, 
(as I sliallhavb occasion, to show) the same 
words figuring in two 1 or. oven three of theeo 
classes;— this nlorio niiglit lead usto suspect 
that there is come fact connected :with these 
words which grammarians havo failed fo; ar- 
rive n't And thus suspicion ia confirmed when 
wo find that there arc different languages in 
which one or 1 other of these classes is alto- 
gether wanting, 'flic fact, then, which J re- 
flect ia this: propcily.flpchktrig, these words 
ore not separate claEses at oil, or rather they 
comtituto one class. They ore all abrcvia- 
lions of the noun a and verba for which we 
have accounted, arid' were gradually intro- 
duccdintolahjmagc for the purpose which I 
have mentioned, namely, to promote rapidity 
nnd ease in the conveyance of Ihouglit Lan- 
guage, then, if viewed in this light,, may be 
said to contain only tbreo classes of words, 
for I omit interjections, which are no part 
or human, rational speech, namely, nouns, 
verbs, and abbreviations of nouns and verbs. 
In order to prove the truth of this assertion, 
let usconsidcr just how man could convey 
bis ideas by means of the two former only, 
aud then briefly consider the mode in which 
we may suppose the other clx&os of words to 
have arisen. 

m Tlicso considerations will 'explain what J 
mean by the Revolutions of Language Now, 
with reference to the find point, let us recur to 
the method which may ■each uahow language 
was first formed and employed. Let us 
learn from the little child ; and every one 
who has watched the progress of* a child iu 
learning to *pcak, will have noticed that the 
firrt words which the child uses are all nouns 
and verbs; and that for a long time he con* 
veyshis wishes without tho intervention of 
auy other words. " Mamma, give baby toy ;" 
not " give mo toy." Or, suppose a father to 
send a child to call on older brother home, 
the child would say : " Papa send baby, baby 
tell William, William come home." A year 
or two later he would say : " Papa Eeri t me 
to say that you were lo come into the house 
directly." In the former Cajsahe would u&e 
nouns and verbs only ; in the latter, besides 
these, the article, tho pronoun, the adverb, 
the preposition aud conjunction. Just so 
maj ; the lir^t framers of language have pro- 
ceeded ; at firt;t they express! all they had 
to say by means of nouns aud verba; gradual- 
ly they found that this involved n great deal 
of repetition, and consequently loss of time; 
that the ideas wore not. conveyed to rapidly 
as the increasing number of ideas required, 
and they resorted to 'expedients for thortenin; 
the work, that. is, they invented abbreviations 
This brings us to the second division of our 
subject How did they procure these abbre- 
viations; in other words, what is the Origin 
of the other kinds of words which grammar- 
ians class as separate parts of speech. I shall 
adopt the arrangement which we find in most 
ofour modern English. grammars-— and which 
ii n very proper and convenieot one — arid 

consider, as briefly as poessblfej the origin of *VJ" 
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ring, and you obtain tho cdinplolo. idea which 
wo wish to convey. ■ Most of, tho other . ad' 




liko,bctray their origin- yet moro evidetitlv 
Tho Enghah lapguago is.farjess eoplousiu 
adjectives tbati many others ; far lesa eo than 
iho.Grcck or Latin, far less so than tho Qer- 
maDJ In which by the addition of various syl- 
lables, a? number of adjectives' canlbo 'formed 
out of cverj nouni -Our languago shares 
this peculiarity vrith tho. Fronph, from which 
it has derived it; for tho old Angto-flaxori 
has i in this respect, all the fulness of the Ger- 
man. Wo resort, accordingly, to various ex- 
pedients,* to repair this deficienoy.' , a 
. Soinetimes we adopt the.primitiVoand rude 
method' of placing two nouns In juitafBaitton. 
8,uch words as eea, shellj river, weather, coun- 
try, havo no corresporiding adjectives, and wo 
merely say sea-weed- • shell-fish, river-god, 
weathef-glaW,' country-hooso; , In raoat of 
these cases, howerer, wo'indioaU to the evo 
ia .Writing, what we. indicate to tho ear by 
prohupoiation ; that the two simple ideas are 
to be joined together eo as to form .one com*. 
plex idea, for wo connect them by a mark of 
junollon called a hyphen.. In a great many 
other cases where our; language afforded us* 
no means of adjectiving a substantive, wo 
have found it convenient, as the number of 
our ideas increased, and tho necessity of 
greater rapidity in the conveyance of these 
ideas, niado itself felt, to borrow tho adjec- 
.tived substantives of other languages. Thus, 
wo have mind, mental; heart, cordial ; eye, 
ocular; reouth, oral; hand,. manual; death, 
mortal; .foe, hostile; king, regal; dog, ca- 
ninq; rooon, lunar; end, finale; blame, cul- 
pable; step, gradual ; point, punctual ; and 
innumerable others which will readily soggcat 
themselves to you And this process is still 
going on, and daily adding words to our lan- 
guage, 

• Now (his is a vory wgniruVattt fact, arid 
it shows that even -In loHg established lan- 
gu-jges the want of new adjectives ia always 
making itself felt j and the rtddr arid simpler 
a language is, the fewer adjectives it contains ; 
and it proves that the tunc was, when, for 
all ilie idcai expressed by these adjectives, 
we had only substantives, and must have had 
the power ,of conveying the ideas by means 
of these substantives. And, of the truth of 
this a-aerfion, there Is another and a conclu- 
sive proof; There has been, until recently, 
(if it doe3 not still exist) an original widely 
extended language,— a language which has 
been heard, perhaps, on the very spot where 
wc are now assembled; which did not con- 
tain a single adjective. 
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the sta^o coach of Knirlaud'S Qdceo, or a 
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firct-class oirriaKeoi a railroad; if the pur* 
pose of the latter is to convey the body, how 
is tlial puspote fulfilled by the. wheels, the

swings, the lining, the wiudows, the paiul 
the varnish, the gilding ? tfo^ it is not trti 
that tho plirpoiM of such a Carriage is to con- 
vey (ho' body' J that, doubtless ia a part of tho 
truth", but tho eAofopufrrfso h to Convey the 
body rapidly,- comfortably, aud eh-gantly.

idjcclivcs, pronouns, "articles, conjunctiobs, 
prepositions and adverbs ; Inlerjections, as I 
have already iotimated, are not properly lobe 
considered as words; they resemble more 
iiearly.the cries of the animal creation, being 
natural inarticulate sounds; We will com* 
mciice, then, with the adjective. 

An adjective is generally defined to be a 
word which expresses the quality of a noun ; 
yet Many of the most esteemed grammarians 
tell us that adjectives are a kind of nouns, in- 
asmuch as they arc tho names of things ; and 
in s>rae modern grammars we read of two 
kinds of nouns, —-noaos. substantive, and 
nouns adjective. On. the other hand, Bishop 
Louth and Harris, in the work called " Iler- 
mes," the most philosophical treatise on 
grammar in our language, maintains that ad- 
jectives ought to be classed with vcroi, inas- 
much as both verbs and adjectives denote at- 
tributes. A few examples of the manner in 
which we use adjectives, may, perhaps, gire 
us a clear idci of what they are. Jf wo Say a 
ring, or a purse, we use words which COnjej 
to the hearer a singto idea; but if we say a 
gold ring, or a till purse we still convey tho 
same ides, but wo convey another idea in 
connexion with it.. Now, it will not bo con- 
tended by arty one that ootd QX.iitk are any- 
thing else than nouns, for t)icy &rt> certaiufy 
names of tliiugs. 'Hut. the two idea's which 
these two nouns convey, are intended to be 
received us tiring not te|*arato simple ideas, 
but so united as to form ' one complete idea. 
A go!l ring, 6r a riilk' purse, are each one 
thing and not two. And these examples prove 
that this complex idea can be conveyed by 
the juxtaposition of two nouns. - And 'his 
must have originally lnx.ii the practice. Soon, 
however, it would be found that in many 
casva it was found necessary to iudicatc tha't 
these two ideas were to La united; and this 
in the primitive adjectives was eff^ted by 
tho addition of same tciiniu&tio'uf and there-" 
fore wo My more correctly,— a. goldeu rin", 
a silken pur«.

Do our Agricultural Sooiotica 
purauo tho wisest polioy known, in order that 
thu beat Interests of thozo- concerned may bo 
Advanced, nnd tho tracat principles of hu» 
bandry dovclopcd?' As n gcTieral thing, aro 
we notmoro ready to find fault with pact 
transictionn and dclloicnciea,.thart apply our- 
selves In providing or pointing out remedies? 
I'or rnstanco, tako, tho last exhibition in 
Newmarket nrid King. Wo havo heard con* 
plalnlogs with regard to Iho judgev^their 
Appointment and quftlifloations. Well/ how 
oan a change bo mado calpulatcd for tho bet' 
tor ? If tho Directors appoint thorn, nino 

times out of ten, tho heat qualified aro tho 
most likely to bo exliibitors. ! If wo eend to 
other Associations for judges— llio question 
generally turns— not upon tho best nnd most 
qualified wen, but tefro trill <jo / Wc bavo 
bad io do with these Societies, for years, arid 
during bur experience, no ono thing give the 
varioua Boards of Directors moro anxious 
thought, than tho appointment of Judges. 
Very often, too, when a good election mcb

Wo pre- 
sent tbeso facts to thoso so ready to find 
fault, and put the question— Where is the 
remedy? 

Hut lo the point, in regard to agricultural 
progress and greatness. Do we, an a com- 
munity, pursue the vfest policy, by fostering 
Township Sociefio*, at the espciiFa of, or 
creating sectional feelings and lo yd jealous- 
ies ogoinsl what may be considered Iho Par- 
ent Association— -tho County Society 't Are 
wo not crippling the usefulness of both or- 
ganizations, and bringing into contempt the 
very means instituted lo advance agricultu- 
ral iutercvils? And by not liberally suHtairi- 
ing and promoting these .Societies, do we not

—thai wo have little faith in thogood they 
they are likely lo accompli! h ?
